In emergencies certain ac- 
tions have been taken by both Do- 
minion and Provincial governments 
that seemed to disregard certain 
well established rights of individ- 
uals. It is felt that if these rights 
ard liberties that have been wou 
by long years of struggle and sac- 
rifice could be actually defined 
and written into the Constitution 
that individual safety would be 
more secure, 

It is suggested that a reference 
be made to the Supreme Court or 
Canada to definitely decide whether 


these rights and freedoms shoulda 
be preserved by the Dominion or 
by the Provinces. A Bill setting 


forth the freedoms will be drafted 
and then submitted to the highest 
Court in the land for a decision as 
to the power of the Dominion ww 
enact such legislation. 

The Annual Statement of the 
National debt of Canada has in- 
ereased from about 4 billions of 
dollars in 1937 to 16 billions in 1947. 

Also it shows that the money 
supply has increased in millions of 
dollars from 1.088 in 19388 to 3.944 
in 1947, This includes coins, money 
in notes outside banks and bark 
deposits available for spending.

Potato Growers Take Notice 


In an effort to control Ringrot of Potatoes the 
Alberta Department of Agriculture requires that 
all growers obtain planting permits for potatoes 
grown for sale as table stock or seed.
